Sttcenifdlly Iiainnebed atSan franeUco. 

Tho S. F. C'/iro/iiV/t! says: At noon yes- 
terday large crowds gathered at tlio grav- 
ing dock of the Union Iron Works to wit- 
ness the launching of a new ves.sel, thu 
hull, engine and boilers of which have 
juflt boon ooinploted for llio Canadian I'ac- 
ilio Navigati(jn Ci>. Tlie vessel lia.s been 
built for [lasseuger .service entirely, e.'ir- 
rying no cargo, and, as is usual in such 
eraftH, much greater grace of form has 
been possible than in the case of boats de- 
signed for the carrying trade. As she stood 
on the ways hor graceful curves were 
clearly defined, and shu will doubtless be 
one of the neatest steamers atlnat . Tho 
launcliing took jilaeo at high water, and 
the ways, which were set at an incline of 
tliree-ijuartors of an inch to the f(«)t, !knd 
12|feetjapart,were coated thickly with woft 
snap and tallow. As soon as the blocks 
were knocked away and on the giving of 
lliu signal she glided, without the aid of 
Lho pniiips. into the wat;:!- like :i .sv, -i^.

Masts have not 
yot been put in, liut the vessel w ill be 
sohooiior rigged fore and aft, that ia, with 
no square sails. She has taken seven 
months to build, and has cost in round 
figures ^1 40,000.

The Rainbow, fornii'fly the Teaser, was 
taken out on a tri;d of her engines yuator- 
day afternoon. .■\t -1 o'cloci; [i. in., she 
left Turner, Beetoii l^c Co.'s wharf with 
several guntloiuen on board, among wboui 
wore Mr.(J. Burns,of the Bank of B.N. -A. ; 
Capt,.. I ones, Messrs. Bj'rn, Leiscr, Marvin, 
lioepel, Earle, .Simpson, iVlitcIioII, Pitts, 
Captain McCtillough and W. .\. Russell, 
inspector of Hteaiubo:its. The boat steam- 
ed aroiniil 111 Fsipiiiii.dl, and from there 
dow n tow.iiils Kace Kneks and return, and 
during the whole trip evorything worked 
smoothly and uell. 

The •Rainbow is 21 feet longer than 
the old Teaser. and her tonnage 
is now 202 u'l'oas, making her a nice aizod 
boat. Her eahins have also lieen enlarg- 
ed, and extensive altorutious otl'ectod, all 
under the supervision of Capt, 
tJiivin, who will o.'iiimatid her. She is 
virtually a new b,.n.L, ner old engine and 
boilers having been rejilaccd by new ones 
of more modern build, they being ilcHiL.;n- 
ed and constructed hy Mr. TIios. (ioweii, 
of tho Novelty iron works. Tho present 
engines are of the tandem compound typo, 
with cylinders of 12 and 2i'> inches diam- 
eter, by 18 inches stroke, the projieller 
bouig 6 feet C niches diaiiioter, 10 feet 
pitch. The engines are suiiphed with 
steam by a well made boiler built to 
carry a pressure of 120 lbs. per square 
inch. At this pressure the enginoa made 
115 revolutions per minulo, proiielling the 
boat at a speeil of 11 miles 
per hour. During the whole run 
the engines worked without a hiteh. 

When otr Esipiimalt ehampagne was 
opened and a luncbeon ]i|-ovided, a toast 
lo the [iiosperiiy of lliu boat and hurown- 
ners was drunk, and expressions uf satis- 
faction with tho steamer were froely in- 
dulged in. 

The owner is to he eongralulated on the 
;,'i'eaL ch.inge for the better which the 
liainbow shows over the Teasur, snd it is 
lo he hoped that bis enter[U'ise will he 
reuanleil by good trade letiiriis on the 
expenditure of the rebuilding. During 
the run the engines were under the con- 
trol of Mr. J. A. Thompson, who dis- 
charged his duties most profliciolitly.

To be Kiilariruil and Re-opened Under a New 
Manageniont. 

The A'ancouver j^firs-Aihcrtisur says 
that the joint stock comiiany which bavo 
purebaaed t he Haatinga aawmills will bavo 
11 c'lsli cajiital of §160,000, one-half of 
which is held by Diokson, DeWolf & Co, 
( E. D. Heatly), and the other half by the 
Vancouver Imiirovement Co. The pro- 
perty consists of aawmills, timber limits, 
store, and the land known aa the Mill 
Point. The general management of tho 
company will bo in the hands of Dickson, 
DeWo|f Si Co., San Francisco, and Mr. 
Alexander will continue to be munagor, 
na forinoi'ly. Tho mill is to 'bo thoroughlj 
iivorhanlnd and additional machiiiory put 
in to eiialile tho company to go more oi- 
toiisivoly into tho manufacturing of lum- 
ber. The wharves are t» be rebuilt and 
n. powerful atcain tug will bo purchased 
which will be able to do tho general tow- 
age of vessels and timber booms in cou- 
iiectioM with the mills. Several vussola 
have linen chartered to load lumber, and 
y the time they arrive it is oxpectod the 
mill will be in good running order. Ar- 
rangements will be made to ship largo 
bills of lumber to China by each of the C. 
P. R. steamers, and steps toward that end 
have already been taken.
